CHINA AND JAPAN 


The Jengthy interview which 
Marshal Chiang Kai-shek grant- 
eda prominent Osaka newspaper 
will arouse all manner of specula- 
tion, particularly in regard to 
the precise significance of the 
points presented to him, Read- 
ing between the lines, it is easy 
to perceive an underlying sugges- 
tion that China’s: best course in 
the realm of foreign affairs is to 
cultivate a close friendship with 
Japan rather than ‘wth the West- 
ern Powers, Indeed, it was 
rather bluntly stated by the 
interviewer that the “Western 
nations had latterly expanded 
their military and economic 
fluence in China. In actual fact, 
of course, it is Japan, and not the 
Western Powers, which has 
followed an expansionist policy

at, the-expense-of- China,a point 


jon which Chiang Kai-shek ap- 
pears to have been _ silent, 
although he did refute the un- 
warranted charge made ‘against 
the European Powers by pointing 
out that they had ‘actually sur- 
rendered many of their former 
rights. But the main sugges- 
tion of-a closer drawing together 
of Japan and China comes in the 
remark by the interviewer that 
the Kuomintang should return to 
the Pan-Asian idea, in regard to 
which Chiang Kai-shek 
rather non-committal, ‘although 
remarking that China and Japan 
are brother nations, whatever he 
may have precisely meant that 
observation toa—-itnply. There 
can be little doubt that the inter- 
view reflects the view’held in 
certain cireles in Japan that in 
the regrouping of Powers now in 
process, some effort should be 
made not only to offset the strong 
anti-Japanese feeling which has 
persisted in China ever since the 
Manchurian incident, ‘but to re- 
|move grounds for criticism of 
her conduct. It is to be noted in 
this connection that very little 
has been mentioned, in the course 
of the recent discussions concern- 
ing Pacific problem, as to the 
precise vole which China is to 
play in the future scheme of 
fthings.. She has -only figured 
indirectly in the picture by the 
insistence on the part.of Britain 


*|nnd the United'States.of respect 


for her territorial (integrity. 
This very insistence should be 
suMficient to show China who‘her 
At the mo- 
ment, Japan is suspect in regard 
to her policies in China, and it 
may well-be that she feels that 
it would be a clever move, placing 
her in a better light with the 
rest of the: world, if she could 
devise some rapprochement with 
the Chinese nation. Chiang

ENGLAND'S ARMS 


It will be more apparent as the 
cables drift through from London 
to-day, just what it was that 
prompted the British Government 
to take pains to explain to Germany 
(“in the friendliest spicit’) what 
was likely to transpire in the 
House of Commons debate on Im- 
perinl Defence. Obviously the 
British Government had some rea- 
son for sending Sir Erie Phipps to 
see Baron yon Neurath to give 
the German Government 4 pre- 
view of the salient points of de- 
bate. It was possibly a gesture 
calculated to give reassurance to 
German offictaldom and to remove 
any excuse for misunderstanding. 
We do know that Mr, Winston 
Churchill is crying for bigger 
British battle fleets, that he is in- 
wistent in his demand for more 
complete air armament, and that 
his chfef reason for alarm is his 
suspicton that Germany is in a 
position to do mischief to Britain. 
What we do not know are Mr, 
Churchill's grounds for suspicion. 
We have heard rumours from tine 
to time that Germany could put 
thousands of aircraft up within a 
few weeks of intensive mobillsa- 
tion, that she could fleld un army 
of five and half millions within 
four days, and so on. But it would 
be interesting to know what ia the 
basis of these calculations, 


LEARNED, A LESSON 


Great Britain, in the past, has 
learned the lesson of prepared- 
ness. It is not Jikely to be for- 
yotten—in this, —or_several._aud- 
sequent generations. Whether the 
menace is from Europe or else- 
where, Britain must take heed. 
Mr. Churchill's reasons for sus- 


‘picion may be made known during 


the Commons debate. If they ore 
not, we can only say that they 
vught to have been; for the public, 
as well.as the statesmen, should 
know what sort of situation is apt 
to confront ‘the nation abroad. 
After all, it is the public which 
bears the brunt; in, preparing for 
emergencies and in meeting them 
when they arise.. Further than 
that, these constant hints of brew- 
ing crises ure linble to create 
animosities out of thin air, The 
truth, in a matter of such grave 
importance ag this one, cannot do 
more harm than the suppression of 
the facts. If there is anything to 


fear from Germany or anyone else, 


Mr. Churchill, or anyone else, is 
aware of it, let him declare it. 
Then the people can judge whether 
the time has come to look to the 
ramparts of the Empire, 


lla 


course of action. In the constant 
pressure which has been brought 
to bear on him from Japan he 
has not taken the strong line 
which some of his compatriots 
would wish, His non-committal 
attitude is therefore hardly to be 
wondered at. Public. opinion in 
China on any issue is extremely 
difficult to assess, but, bearing in 
mind Japan’s recent policies, it 
is easy to foresee popular resent- 
ment amongst the.moral vocal 
section of the people if. any step 
were taken. which appeared to, 
overlook past Japanese aggres- 
sion. There is doubtless much 
diplomatic jockeying 
Place ‘behind the scenes amongst 
all nations. having interests.in the 
Pacific, but at the. moment thtre 
Would not appear to.be much 
prospect of Pan-Asinnism be- 
coming anything like an- im- 
mediately operative factor in the, 
situation. . At the'same time, it 
is just as well to take note of 
the feelers going out in this di- 
rection. ‘ ; .

To deal'with this variety of service 
by standinir right in to it and taking 
it nimost ‘on the half-volley—the 
method which proved effective in the 
case of the “breaking" service—is 
beyond the power of ninety-nine men 
put .of a hundred. Consequently, the 
defence against it being, apparently, 
undiscoverable—so-far—ns—the- human 
element is concerned, an agitation is 
springing up to deal with it by other 
methods. It has been laid down, with 
probable truth, that the area of the 
service .court availuble for the 
successful use of the cannon-ball 
service is only the last eight inches 
of the court's depth. That ts, that 
every ace-winning service successful by 
paco alone pitches somewhere along 
the width of the service line within 
elght inches of the line itself. It docs 
not require any vast ingenuity to 
suggest that if the service lino were 
brought six inches. nearer the net,

DOUBLES THE MOST POPULAR, 


A week ago a correspondent In 
these columns complained that tn 
concentrating on the doubles! 
game, the Association had miased 
the mark In its effort to improve 
the standard of play in the Co- 
lony. Quite apart from the fact 
that the writer was in error when 
he ussumed the sole, or even main 
idea of the league is to raise the 
Standard. of play, his contontion 
that a singles league is preferable 
to a doubles league, cannot hold 
wnter, The majority of badmin- 
ton players would, I_ am_ sure, 
crosa’ swords with the writer in 
his claim that the aingles game is 
superior to doubles, Badminton 
doubles requirea a far wider 
technique and certainly an equal 
technical skill to singles, 


OBJECTIONS TO SINGLES 


. There are numerous objections 
to organising o singles league in 
preference to a doubles. Firstly 
it would be asking too much of 
the players to adopt the same 
mothod of match play a8 exists 
here in the doubles league, and 


if the alternative of playing no- 
minated players against . cach 
‘other were uaed, thig then raises 
the objection .that ‘the lesser 
lights would never have’ the op 
portunity of meeting the “big 
noises”. Furthermore, of course,

BRIDGE 


SOLUTION TO PREVIOUS 
CONTRACT PROBLEM 


By W.E. McKenney ’ 


1 was just glancing through a 
revent isaue of the English Bridge 
Magazine, which I always estjoy, be- 
cuuzoe. the English writers do not 
try juat to write up end plays and 
aqueezes; they discuss actual hands 
played in English tournaments. 


For example, | have selected to- 
-duy’s hand-from an article by 
Edward Mayer. , In discussing the 
hand, Mayer says, “In certain

situations where there ts likely to be 
a heavy penalty if the contract is 
not made, but in Which there is a 
faint chance of success if a bold 
line of attack Is chosen, the bold 
course should always be taken.” 


We all ndmire the player who is 
clever and js willing to gamble. 
In this example Mayer says, “The 
declarer's weakness ia in tramps.” 
You will notice that if the declarer 
tried to vuff out the hearta, the 
contract would be defeated. 


Of course, the contract can be 
defeated, double dummy, but let's 
look over the line of play as given 
by Mayer and sec if you do not 
think that it would win against 
the majority of players, 

When the ace of hearts is opened, 
the declarer ruffs in dummy with 
the three of spades. Now, instead’ 
of trying to return to his hand to 
ruff the hearts, he leads a small 
spade. South will split his honours 
und play the jack, and it will hold 
the trick, ror 

If South will return the king of 
hearts, he can defeat the contract, 
but this does not | look like the 
natural thing to do, The play that 
you probably would get is the ace 
and a small club, West winning the 
second trick with the king. 

Now West leads a small spade, 
winning in dummy with the noe and 
catching —- North's king, --Then..-ho 
fends diamonds until South trumps 
with the good queen of spades. 

As South hasn't any more clubs 
to lead, he must Jead a heart, which 
the declarer can ruff in dummy and

CHINA AN 


The lengthy. interview which 
Marshal Chiang Kai-shek grant- 
ed a prominent Osaka newspaper 
will arouse all manner of specula- 
tion, particularly in regard to 
the - precise significance of the 
points presented to him, Read- 
ing between the lines, it is easy 


‘to perceive an underlying sugges- 


tion that China’s best course in 
the realm of foreign affairs is to 
cultivate a close friendship with 
Japan rather than wth the West- 
ern Powers. Indeed, it ~ was 
rather bluntly, stated by the 
interviewer - that the’ Western 
nations had latterly expanded 
their military and economic in- 
fluence in Chinn. In actusil fact, 
of course, it is Japan, and not the 
Western Powers, which has 
followed_an__expansionist. palicy_ 
at the expense of China, a point 
on which Chiang Kai-shek  ap- 
pears to have been: silent, 
although he did refute the un- 


’ \warranted charge made against 


the European Powers by pointing 
out that they had actually sur- 
rendered many of their former 
rights. But the main sugges- 


-[tion of a closer drawing together 


of Japan and China comes in the 
remark by the interviewer that 
the Kuomintang should return to 


‘Ithe Pan-Asia idea, in regard to 


which Chiang Kai-shek Was 
rather non-committal, although 
remarking that China and Japan 
are brother nations, whatever he 
may have precisely meant that 
observation to imply. There 
can be little doubt that the inter- 
view reflects the view held in 
certain circles.in Japan that in 
the regrouping of Powers now in 
process, some effort should be 
made not only to offset the strong 
antiJapanese feeling which has 
persisted in China ever since the 
Manchurian incident, but to re- 
move .grounds for criticism of 
her conduct, It is to be noted in 
this connection that, very little 
has been mentioned, in the course 
of the recent discussions concern- 
ing Pacific problems, as to the 
precise role which: China is to 
play in the future scheme ‘of 
things. She has only figured 
indirectly in the picture by the 
insistence on the part of Britain 
and the United States of respect 
for her’ territorial . integrity. 
This very insistence should be 
sufficient to show China who her 
friends really are. At the mo- 
ment,.Japan is suspect in regard 
to her ‘policies in China, and it 


may well be that sho feela that: 


it would be a clever move, placing 
her in.a better Hght with the 
rest of the world, if she could 
devise some rapprochement. with 
the Chinese . nation. Chiang 
Kal-shek, of course, is in no posi- 


tion to pledge his country to any.

ENGLAND'S ARMS 


It will be more apparent as the 
cables drift through from London 
to-day, just what it was that 
prompted the 
to take pains to explain to Germany 
(“in the friendlicst spirit’) what 
was likely to transpire in :the 
House of Commons debate on Im- 
Perial Defence. Obviously the 
Britiah Government had some rea- 
son for nending Sir Erie Phipps to 
see “aron’ von Neurath to give 
the rman Government a pre- 
vies of the salient pointa of de- 
bate. It was possibly a gesture 
calculated to give renssurance to 
German officialdom and to remove 
any excuse for misunderstanding. 
We do know that Mr. Winston 
Churchill Is crying for . bigger 
British battle fleets, that he is: in- 
sistent In his demand for moro 
complete air armament, and that 
his chief reason for alarm {s his 
‘suspicion that Germany is in a 
position to do mischief to Britain. 
What we do not know are Mr. 
Churchill's grounds for suspicion. 
We have heard rumours from time 
to time that Germany could put 
thousands of aircraft up within a 
fow weeks of intensive mobilisa- 
tion, that she'could ficld an army 
of five and half millions within 
four days, and so on. But it would 
be interesting to know what ia the 
buais of these calculations. 


LEARNED A LESSON 


Gront Britain, in the past, has 
learned the lesson of. preparcd- 
nesa-—It-ix—-not_iikely_to_be_for- 
gotten in this, or several aub- 
sequent generations. Whether the 
menace is. from Europe or olse- 
where, Britain must take heed. 
Mr.'Churchill’s reasons for sus- 
picion may be made known during 
the Commons debate. If they are 
not, we can only say that they 
ought to have been;-for the public, 
as well as tho statesmen, should 
know what sort of situation is apt 
to confront the nation abroad. 
After all, it is the public which 
‘bears the brunt, in preparing for 
emergencies and in meeting them 
avhen they: arise. Further than 
that, these constant hints of prew- 
ing crises are liable to create 
animosities out of thin alr, The 
truth, in a matter of such grave 
Importance as this one, cannot do 
more harm than tho suppression of 
the facts. If there is anything to 
fear from Germany or anyone else, 
Mr. Churchill, or anyone, clse, is 
awaro of it, let him declare it. 
Then the people can judge whether 
the time has come to look to the 
ramparts of the Empire.

During the next two years, 
Great Britain will add to her first 
line of defence three hun 
modern and .cxceptionally fost 
fighting. planes, and an aruplc 
number. of officera and reserves, 
according to an announcement 
made by Mr. Stanley Baldwin 
Lord President of the Council 
when apeaking in the House of 
Commons to- Y during the Im- 
perial Defence debate. . 


Mr. Baldwin explained that the 
British, five-ycor air programme 
provides for this very substantial 
proportion of the proposed forty 
new fighting squadrons will be 
completed before the end of 1936. 


The  spenker “announced — that 
twenty-two new squadrons would be 
formed for home defence purposes 
during 1936 and 193, in 
addition to three squadrons to be 
built for the Fleet air arm, making

Just as in the days before torpedoes and bombing aircraft the 
struggle existed between projectile and armour-plating in naval 
warfare, exch in turn improving itself until it had temporarily got 
the better of the other, so was (and continues to be) the fight 
between the server and the receiver at lawn tennis. 


It ts some yenrs since a really new 
varicty of servico was Invented for 
the discomfture of tho receiver; but 
when first Introduced the varieties of 
the American service, aa exemplified 
first .by Benls Wright, and developed 
by McLoughlin, proved to be devasta- 
ting in their effects, until the proper 
counter to them, discovered by Parke 
and Wilding, robbed them of much 
of their terror. The possession of a 
breaking service is, nowadays, by no 
teann an guarantee of victory, but the 
Inventivenes of the young Amersican 
brain, assisted by the length of the 
young American body and arms, has 
developed the “cannon-ball” service, 
which, like the “smash,” quite fre- 
quently scores a point outright from 
its sheer pace. 


To deal with this varicty of.service 
hy standing right in to it and taking 
it almost on tho. half-volley—the 
method which proved effective in the 
cnse of the “breaking” —service—is 
beyond the power of nincty-ninc men 
out of a hundred, Consequently, the 
defence against it being, apparently, 
undiscovernble -so—far-as—the-human 
element is concerned, an agitation js 
springing up to deal with it by other 
methods, It has been Jaid down, with 
probable truth, that the area of the 
service court avaflable for the 
successful use of the cannon-ball 
service Is only the last cight inches 
of the court's depth. That is, that 
every ace-winning service successful by 
pace alone pitches somewhere -nlong 
the width of the service line within 
cight inches of the line itself. It does 
not require any vast ingenuity to 
suggest that if the service line wera 
brought six Inches nearer tho net, 


the margin. of the  cannon-bnll'n 
efficacy would be so considerably re- 
duced as to render it practically harm- 
dess. This suggestion has, in fact, 
recently been put forward. 


DOUBTFUL BENEFITS 


To carry jt into effect would un- 
doubtedly deprive the “conren-ball” 
server of nenrly all his present nd- 
vantage, but would It in.prove ‘the 
game? In the first place, It would 
necessitate un alteration of the rules 
governing the measurements of the 
court—rules which ever since the 
game hegan about seventy years ago 
have proved both neceptable and 
ndequate, - 

Next, it would be legisiating with 
regard to the very few players whose 
service counts for anything vital at 
the expense of all the rest of tho 
millions who play the game all over 
the world. The ordinary player finds 
it hard enough to keep his service 
within the limitations of the service 
court cs it nt present exists:’ tnke 
awny nearly a thourand aquare inches 
of its surface from him, and he would 
cither be reduced to a dismnlly soft 
service, or present his opponent with 
a Juxuriant crop of “doubles.” 

Carrying this suggestion into effect, 
therefore, would ruin the game from 
the ordinary pinyer’s point of view; 
and it is the ordinary player, not the 
champion ar the would-be champion, 
who ought to be considered. At 
present, the relinble defence against 
the “cannon-ball” service is only tn 
process of being discovered: that it 
will be found, the history of tho 
development. of the game shows us, 
And it must always be remembered
